2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 
Claims 1-16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Teagarden (USPN 6,014,631). 

Teagarden discloses a system and corresponding method for using a processing device to compare patient profile information 
for one or more patients with study data pertaining to a particular regimen (see abstract; Figures 16-19) re^ 
regimen to the patient(s) and outputting the comparison results (Figures 16-19; col. 13, lines 4-col. 15, line 34). Teagarden further 
discloses that the patient profile information is stored and is readily accessible by the processing device (Figures 5-6; col. 13, lines 4- 
47). The Teagarden system comprises an input device, storage device and recording device coupled to a processing device for 
processing patient data. (Figures 5-7, 12-13; col. 11, lines 61 -col. 12, lines 58)
